sale, fined a nominal sum, which is usu- 
ally paid promptly, and tlio business of 
Helling goes on oo before. The condition 
of temperance sentiment as related to 
tho prohibitory laiv may tm fn Tarred 
somewhat from the fact that in ono of 
our most staid and reputable cities a 
wholesale brewer, with a larga manufac- 
tory in the limits ot tho city, was elected 
an<l now serves as mayor. 


When one reads how prohibition works 


in Maine he will Cad that there is noth- 
ing strange in the working ot tlie law iu 
New Hampshire. It is not tho way to 
stop men from drinking. A man's ap- 
petite for drink can't be regulated or 
modified by statute. Neither can prohi- 
bition wipe from tho laud tbo drink that 
intoxicates, At least the experience of 
prohibition—or rather the experience of 
the third party movement, is that it 
makes tho condition Jot the temperance 
cause worse than ever.

Starvation and Cold—Tho Thonuomo- 
U-r Down to Elchtoou Bolow In Juno 
—lee and Snow l^vorywhero aud No 
Stoaus of Livelihood—A Fight for Food 


OTTAWA, Oat, July 20.—Mr. Andrew 


Widiolle, of St. Johns, Xow Foundland, 
who was in this city Saturday forenoon on 
bis way to Boston, gives a most heartrend- 
ing account of tho destitution prevalent 
among tho 3shormon on the coast oC Now 
Foundland and Labrador. Tho distress is 
moro particularly confined to Labrador, 
but (i groat deal prevails on tho northern 
coast of Now Foundlaud. 
To a reporter he 


aaid no idea cqild be had of tho terrible 
destitution and suffering of tho fishermen 
iiuloss ono had ivitnossad it. 
In tho White 


bay region along Cane Bauld, New Found- 
laud,there is hardly a family which is notin 
danger of starvation. 
Tho seal catch, 


•which runs from March to May, was very 
small, and so tho fiBhorinoa had nothing to 
exchange for food or clothing. Out of l^SUO 
persons no loss than 3,000 are starving, and 
many moro will bo reduced to tho verge 
o[ starvation. 
On tho Labrador cons: 


tho ico has not yet brolcou up and tho Esqui- 
maux thoro are sull'oring greatly.' There ia 
no fishing except along Hamilton Inlet froui 
Capo Mugford to Capo Charles.

Ing in atoro at all. 
Tho residents, number- 


ing about '<00 i>coplo, were worn and pinched 
from famine and cold.

district at least ono half of tho population 
had succumbed to the' grim, destroyer. 
Sevonty-fivo .Esquimaux from Astoria, six 
miles from the capo, made an attack on tho 
stores ot Mugford. Tho men wore renderod 
desperate by thoir sullerings and that of 
their wives. 


Attar rnaklnc a demand for food, which 


could not bo given them, owing to tho needs 
of tho Mugforditos, and tho small supply, a 
rush was ruado for tho harbor store-house, 
wbero tho Hour and fish wero kopt 
Tho 


taen o£ tho small settlement gathered to de- 
fend their only hope of existence, and a 
desperate ii^ht ensued, in which four of tho 
marauders woro nearly kiilod and two of 
the defenders wero seriously injured. 
Tho 


Indians, finding they could not obtain food 
by forco, retreated, and sent in several of 
their number to ask for a small quantity of 
food, which they said was absolutely neces- 
sary to tho continued existence of thoir 
wives and children. 
Ono hundred pounds 


of Hour and about fifty pounds of frozen 
cod was givoh thorn. It was reported that 
in Astoria alone, out of thirty-five or forty 
families, or a total of 200 people, over 100 
had died, most oil women and children. 


At Hopopalo'not ovor twonty-fivo fami- 


lies remain out of tho entiro former popu- 
lation. 
Many have gono oast along tho 


coast In tho hope of getting into a better 
supplied sottlement, while oighty persons, 
of which forty wore squaws and thirty-live 
children, died from starvation in Juno 
alone. 
Tho Okkah Indians aro suffering 


Croatly, but thoro wero not as many deaths 
thoro as was at llrnt reported, only twelve 
having died this spring out ot tho I'.i5 who 
composed tribe. Tho whole settlement is, 
howovor, on tho verge ot starvation. Tho 
places spoken of do not includo tho1 whole 
district whoro there is to bo found destitu- 
tion and death.

SLH;ueuti invL^stigation proved this to be the 
main industry of the Lake Dwellers, apart 
from their peculiar agriculture, of whieh T 
shall speak later on. Them arc three species 
of frogs inhabiting tho lake. They are pre- 
pared for tht; (able, with suitable condiment.:, 
and are sold cxtcrisivoly even among tin; well- 
to-do i-lasses, being especially popular dul'hlg 
Lent .'ts a substitute for animal food. The 
sp.'iwn of the frog, nnd Mil) little animals so' 
ridiculous and repugnant to civilh-.od t;i>lo, 
popularly called pollywogs, -a:-,> only used 
among the poor, and aro served on leaves of 
maize. 


I'-ul, the insect industry surpasses by far 


the frog catching business. Then: is a sort 
of water Hy, called by tho Ir.dians a::fiyacatl, 
which frequents -the lakes in prodigious 
numbers, and which is peddled 'jo-i!ny through 
the streets of .Mexico with the shrill street 
cry, "Flies for bin! food," As the number 
of birds kept in private house-; is very large, 
a smglu family often pos:.e.-si:ig twenty or 
thirty, I'he lly trade is correspondingly brisk. 
The insect is about the size of a grain of rice, 
IIJLS six legs, swims on tue water with great 
force anil'rapidity, and though it has wings 
h;m never been known to USD '.bom. \\"hen 
caught they are either dried or kneaded into 
a paste, cooked in water with salt, and eaten 
with much relish by tbo natives. The eggs 
and larva: of this interesting crcaLnro htivo 
equal value, Tlio Indians plant the stouts of 
tvcds in tho shallow parts of tho lake, about a 
yard apart, so that the upper cud shall pro- 
ject ubovo the surface. Tho female of !ho 
axnyaratl deposits her eggsupon these several 
layers deep, so that they not only cover the 
reed stalk, but also ha'.ig in bunches from it. 
At regular intervals they aro collected, dried 
on mats, anil these form tho ir.arketable pro- 
ducts called ahuantle. This, ground and fried 
in lard with hen's eggs, makes a tiish very 
much liko fish eggs, and is mneluised when 
tho precepts ot religion prohibit llesh eating. 
\Vlien tho larva! uro hatched and appear mi 
lilllo whito wonr.s they aro caught in great 
quantities and cooked entire or ground into a 
paste. This delieato dish Ls called puxi, and 
is considered very nourishing. 


Aswoneared tho little Indian village of 


Yico, which was lo bo our point of destina- 
tion, Iho boatmen beca'.r.e i-oniinu::ical;ve, 
complaining bitterly of n kind of Ihia'ing 
mass of reeds and grass, Cidli.'d v,j!nl»len'S. 
These lloating luniks havo a thickness rang- 
ing from half a yard too. yard and a half, 
anil arc composed of Lho woven root; of 
plants, living and dead, 11)0 remxins of HKI 
creatures that inhabit them, tho mud of the 
kiko bottom, ar.d dust brought by tho wind. 
Solidly knit together and of 'less afnsity l.lian 
the water, they shift from point to point with 
the winds and currents. It i:; dillieult t:i ac- 
count for their formation; but nature wvUs 
with such skill in their construction, ;.nd 
give.-, them such solidity that, in times of 
drought, tho natives transport their ivitlli: to 
them for pasture, and Lho banks sustain I.h0 
weig'ut, only yielding ar.d sinking under fool 
11 lit.ll'—o.s would be natural.—Mexico Cor.
